‘through its president, Bernard J. Roth- 
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royal family of England was made in 
the House of Commons this evening by 
George Barnes, Labor leader, who was 
sperking in opposition’to the passage of 
the civil list—the money paid the King 
and members of the royal family by thie 


nation. 

After an acrimonious debate the House 
of Commons this evening granted the 
King and the members of the royal fam- 
ily the civil list of $3,106,600 yehrly. The 
motion made by Mr. Barnes, the Labor 
leader, to reduce the civil list by $950,000 
was voted down, 206 to 26. 

Mr. Barnes declared he would oppose 
the granting of the increased civil list 
unless the King and his young son, the 
Prince of Wales, would agree to surren- 
der into the public treasury the revenues 
now received by them from the duchies 
of Lancaster and Cornwall, where they 
own immense landed properties which 
bring in large revenues. 

“The royal income is excessive and the 
expenses of the royal household are 
loneyeombed with abuses,” he said, “in- 
asmuch as it conceals a nest of para- 
sites: Who are fattening upon the nation 
under the shadow of the throne.” 

The civil list asked for by the King 
and the members of the royal family 
this year amounts to 3,106,000. The 
revenue from the duchy of Cornwall 
amounted in 1908 to €414,260 while 8308,- 
7) was received from the duchy of 
Lancaster that year. Since 1908, how- 
evef, there las been a material increase 
in the revenues from these two duchies, 
wo that nearly $1,000,000 would be cut 
off the income of the royal family if the 
domains in ¢hese duchies were sur: 
rendered, 

Ex-Premier A. J, Balfour, leader of the 
Conservatives, replying said that the 
root of Mr. Barnes’ objections seemed to 
be that the royal family was overex: 
pensive for the nation, He added that 
unless England was able to support a 
monarchy properly it would be far bet 
ter far the kingdom to alter the system 
of governing now in vogue and find an- 
other which would have the single merit 
of cheapness, But, he added, it would 
be impossible to conduct England as an 
empire as cheaply as America is con- 
ducted under a President, and besides he 
did not think an English presidency 
would be much cheaper than the present 
kingdom, 

Sir Charles Dilke, chairman of the royal 
commission for housing the working 
classes, supported the attitude of the 
Laborites to the extent of declaring that 
the crown lands in Cornwall and Lan- 
caster needed the most rigid manage- 
ment under the supervision of govern- 
ment authorities. 

Gibson Bowles, the military writer 
and authority, grew even more social- 
istic, averring that the crown lands in 
Lancaster and Cornwall never belonged 
to the members of the royal family in 
their private capacity and consequently 
pught to be surrendered to the kingdom, 
that the revenue might go into the state 
treasury instead of into the privy purse 
‘of the King and the Prince of Wales.

BULGARIAN TRANSFORMATION 
IS DUE TO PRINCE FERDINAND 


Renaissance of Country More Wonderful Than That of 
Japan, and Is Called Political Miracle—In Twenty 
Years Has Completely Changed Land and People. 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

SOFIA—-The transformation that has 
taken place in Bulgaria since July 1887, 
may be described as nothing short of a 
political miracle, and one which has no 
actual analogy in ancient or modern his- 
tory.

ENGINEER LOOKS 
OVER FILTRATION 
PROJECT IN LYNN 


LYNN, Mass.—This city has taken the 
first real step toward improving and en- 
larging its water supply by engaging 
George W. Fuller of New York, one of 
the foremost water expert engineers of 
the country, to design a suitable filtra- 
tion plant. 

‘Mr. Fuller is in Lynn this week, look- 
ing over the existing plant and the water 
shed preparatory to commencing on plans 
for the filtration plant ordered con- 
structed by the Legislature for the safe- 
guarding of Lynn's drinking water. 

This first step marks the inauguration 
of a system which for years has been 
severely fought by the state board of 
health and the result will be watched 
and disctissed with interest by the mu- 
nicipalities of the state, 

Mayor Rich, City Engineer Leland, 
members of the water board and City 
Solicitor Wadleigh accompanied Mr, Ful- 
ler on his trip over the water shed, Ac- 
cording to estimates, it will take two or 
three acres for the plant which at the 
initiative will provide for the filtration 
of 12,000,000 gallons of water dally, 
Which with the present consumption of 
about 8,000,000 gallons datly will provide 
for a little more than normal inerease 
of population for the next 15 years, The 
atin of #250,000 has already been appro- 
printed,

GUNG AND SnlPo GIVE 
UP TO KITCHENS AND 
COOKS FOR DEFENDt 


OO 


The building of dreadnoughts, the 
thundering of great guns at target prac- 
tise, the hurling of red armies against 
blue armies and other such appurten- 
ances of the rigorous side of warfare and 


“armed peace,” are not the only things 
that interest the soldier or the army and 
navy bureau, for now the commissary 
department seems to be coming into its 
own. 

Experiments are being made with an 
electric cooking range to supplant the 
old coal burner on board warships, and 
a new field kitchen, the invention of a 
Beverly man, is being tried out by the 
army. ? 

In addition there comes an order from 
the war department at Washington or- 
ganizing two schools of cookery for the 
army; one at the Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco, and the other at Washington Bar- 
ricks, District of Columbia. 

So impressed are the naval authorities 
with the electric cooking range that if 
certain improvements which Paymaster 
Williams recommends can be made the 
electric will substitute for the coal range 
on board all naval ships. 


A thorough trial of the electric stove 
at sea is to be given. The U. S. 8S. 
Dixie, that came out of dry dock at the 
Boston navy yard, is to be fitted up with 
an electric range and a report kept of the 
work done. | 

The new field army kitchen, the igven- 
tion of Capt. Frederick W. Stopford, U.S. 
A:, post commissary at the Presidio, San 
Francisco, and a Beverly (Mass.) man, 
is likely to be adopted. A preliminary 
report has been submitted on the kitchen 
which is satisfactory. PY 

The new army rolling kitchen consists 
of a modern field range, with water-back 
attachments, and a large tank for hot 
water is mounted on the back of the 
wagon, which is equipped with auxiliary 
boilers and kettles set in an improved 
type of the fiereless- cooker. 

Four mules are required to haul the 
wagon on which the kitchen rests. The 
outfit is large enough to feed four com- 
panies of infantry and requires less than 
one third the force now used for operat- 
ing the mess. 

From Washington comes an _ order 
saying that under the direction of the 
acting chief of gtaff, General Carter, 
two schools of cooking and baking are 
to be established for the good of the 
cuisine of the regular army. 

The schools will be conducted with a 
view to turning’ out the best article of 
army cooking ability to be found any- 
where in the world. The term extends 
Over four months, allowing for the grad- 
uation in three months of those especi- 
ally qualified. 

The order stipulates that “regimental 
commanders will take proper steps to 
have at least one graduate baker avail- 
able with each regiment.” 


WESTERN LINES SUSPEND RATES. 

WASHINGTON—The proposed _in- 
creased rates of the western trunk lines 
will be suspended until Nov. 1 next, as 
the result of an agreement reached today 
between Chairman Knapp of the inter- 
state commerce commission and Chair- 
man Hosmer and a dozen members of 
the western trunk lines committee. The 
terms are similar to those between the 
commission and the eastern trunk lines 
|, announced some time ago, 


time, persons intending to go to Mon- 
treal and points West are advised at 
the city ticket offices to make the trip 
via the Canadian Pacific instead of the 
Grand Trunk, if they would avoid pos- 
sible delays. 

Complaints from many points in New 
England led the Central Vermont rail- 
road authorities to redouble their efforts 
in moving perishable and other freight 
over the rails, and today several freight 
trains that have been tied up on account 
of the conductors’ and trainmen’s strike 
were started. 


' BOTH SIDES EVADE PEACE PLAN. 


OTTAWA, Ont.—The replies of both 
President Hays of the Grand Trunk 
railway and of Vice-President Murdock 
of the strikers’ committee to the tele- 
gram of Minister.of Labor King offering 
arbitration are considered evasive by the 
minister and today he sent a-telegram to 
the two leaders in the dispute insisting 
on a plain and direct answer. Once the 
principle of arbitration is accepted the 
minister thinks it will be easy to secure 
a mutually satisfactory board, but the 
consent of both parties is first necessary, 


PEACE ON CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


MONTREAL—A _ formal agreement 
will be signed today which removes all 
possibility that the conductors and train- 
men of the Canadian Pacific railway may 
strike. Messrs. Leonard and McTier 
represented the company, and Vice-Presi- 
dent Murdock and a committee repre- 
sented the men. 

The gist of the decision, which is 
largely technical and covers all points 
of the dispute, is that the standard rate 
of pay for the territory east of Chicago 
is recognized by the company. The men 
have gained about 90 per cent of their 
demands. The new schedule will be re- 
troactive to May l. 


ENGLISH TRAIN STRIKE ENDS. 

NEW CASTLE, Eng.—Day shifts on 
the North Eastern railway returned to 
work today, thus ending the strike of 
employees, which has been estimated as 
including from 15,000 to 25,000 employ- 
ees. The night men resumed their duties 
last night. 

The collapse of the strike followed 
quickly on the announcement that the 
Amalgamated Society of Railway Ser- 
vants had refused to recognize and finance 
the fight against the North Eastern 
company. 

The settlement of the strike came just 
in time to effect great relief to shippers 
as well as to employees of many indus- 
tries which were forced to shut down. 
The loss in perishable goods through 
the tie-up of the railroad was great, 
while fully 50,000 workers in collieries, 
ship yards, iron works and other indus- 
tries had been rendered idle. These will 
go back to work at once on the opening 
of railroad traffic.

EXPECT FRENCH STRIKE TODAY. 

PARIS—The railroad strike which has 
been rumored in Paris for several days 
is expected to be called today. Premier 
Briand, Prefect of Police Pepine and 
Minister of Justice Barthou have been in 
conference with the railroad managers, 
and it is understood the railroad officials 
urged the government to use troops to 
run the trains in case a strike is de- 
clared. 


ATTACK TRAINS IN VERMONT.

MILK CONTRACTORS 
TO BE HEARD ON NEW 
FREIGHT INCREASED 


Three Boston milk contractors have 
filed vetitions with the railroad commis- 
sion, protesting against the proposed 
new freight rates on milk, announced by 
the Boston & Maine railroad, to go into 
effect Aug. 1. The commission has 
granted a hearing which will be held 
July 27, which will probably have the 
effect of side-tracking the Governor's 
proposed investigation. 

According to a statement to the rail- 
road commission from H. P. Hood & 
Sons, there are three courses open to 
the contractors in the event that the 
railroad is allowed to establish the rate 
on milk that it has announced. They 
may go into bankruptcy, it states, or 
they may force the farmers to bear the 
increased cost by reducing the price they 
will pay for milk. In the failure of 
either of these plans there always re- 
mains the expedient of increasing the 
cost to the consumer, and that is the 
phase of the matter that would probably 
be considered first. 

Soon after the petitions were received 
by the commission the matter was tak- 
en up at a special session, and at its 
conclusion the commissioners announced 
that a public hearing on the matter will 
be held. Arrangements are to be made 
by the commission for the attendance 
of farmers from all sections of Massa- 
chusetts served by the Boston & Maine 
or any of its allied lines. 

The first petition filed Thursday was 
from George Albree of Concord, who has 
led the fight for the farmers against the 
contractors and against the enactment 
of various inspection laws in the Legis- 
lature. The other two were from con- 
tractors, H. P. Hood & Sons filing one 
immediately after Mr. Albree’s, while the 
Boston Dairy Company, of which W. A. 
Giraustein is president, sent in the third. 

The Boston Dairy Company says ,in 
its petition, that the price per car mile 
for a year, under the conditions now 
prevailing in advance of the threatened 
increase of rates, is $100 per car. The 
new rate, the company says, increases 
this by about 170 per cent on all ship- 
ments of less that 40 miles and from 
60 to 170 per cent on all shipments be- 
tween 40 and 100 miles.

FOR FUNDS 1S CALLED 
TODAY BY THE MAYOR 


A special meeting of the city council 
has been called by Mayor Fitzgerald for 
this afternoon, in order that some funds 
which are greatly needed at once may 
be supplied by vote of the members. 
The council will be asked to take action 
on an order authorizing a transfer of 
$15,000 from the reserve fund to an ap- 
propriation for reconstructing the East 
ern avenue wharf and for procuring some 
$5000 to meet a deficit in the July Fourth 
celebration fund. 

The mayor will request from the law 
department today an opinion on the 
status of the position of deputy superin- 
tendent of penal institutions, with regard 
to the ruling of the civil service commis- 
sion, which has seht the mayor a com- 
munication declaring that Dennis J. 
Driscoll, the labor leader, has been 
illegally appointed to the office. 

The commission claims that the posi- 
tion is under the classified list and that 
an appointee must be taken from the 
civil service list, but such a person may 
be appointed without the necessity of the 
commission passing their approval upon 
the appointment. 

The mayor is very enthusiastic just 
now over the proposed parade of the 1915 
movement which will probably be ar- 
ranged for early fall, aned he declares 
that all the city employees shall partici- 
pate. He has sent a communication to 
the department heads calling upon each 
one to attend the next monthly confer- 
ence of department officials with the city 
council to discuss the proposition. 

“Would you kindly be prepared to con- 
sider the feasibility, the advantage and 
the cost of such a parade, as well as the 
likelihood of its interfering with the 
necessary public work on account of ab- 
sence of a large number of city em- 
ployees?” the letter concludes. 


ENAMELED IRON 
MEN DEFENDANTS 


BALTIMORE—The department of jus- 
tice today filed in the circuit court of 
the United States at Baltimore a bill 
against 16 manufacturers of sanitary 
enameled ironware under the Sherman 
anti-trust act. The bill was filed by 
Edwin P. Grosvenor, special assistant to 
the attorney-general, and Joseph Darling, 
special agent of the department. 

It is charged that the 16 firms have en- 
tered into a combination controlling the 
prices and terms of sale of their products 
throughout the United States. The bill 
alleges that they compel all jobbers to 
sign iron-bouna contracts as a condition 
of obtaining their goods, and refused to 
sell to any one not signing such uniform 
contracts. They have also advanced 
prices, it is charged. 


PLAN TO BEAUTIFY 
BEVERLY STARTED 
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BEVERLY, Mass.—For the making of 
Beverly beautiful, a proposition has 
been brought out this week by some 
prominent citizens for the establishment 
of a park—a beauty spot in the center 
of the city.

ture. Analysis of the cones seized dis- 
closed the presence of borax, the use of 
which has been disapproved by the gov- 
ernment.

CONGRESSMAN PUTS 
Hl AIRGHIP ON SHOW 
BEFORE NAVAL TEST 


ANNAPOLIS, Md.—The novel airship 
invented by Congressman Butler Ames 
of Massachusetts was exposed to public 
view for a short time Thursday evening. 
It rested upon a platform on the bow of 
the torpedo boat Bagley, upon which it 
had come from Washington for tests 
which will be conducted here by the 
naval experimental station, of which 
Commander Walter F. Worthington is 
head. When these tests will take place 
will be determined today. 

The canvas cylinders which are the 
main features of the machines were re- 
volved by a motor for which the current 
was supplied from the Bagley’s dynamo. 
It is claimed that the machine readily 
lifted itself, the motor and several hun- 
dred pounds of metal. Attached to the 
cylinders, which are of canvas, about 
eight feet in diameter and 16 long, are 
short planes of the same material fixed 
as tangents at small angles to the sur- 
face of the cylinders. The cylinders are 
revolved in the direction of the angle. 
The theory of the machine is based upon 
practically unknown laws of physics. The 
tests will be conducted tv indicate the 
lifting power under known driving 
power. 


BANK DIVIDENDS 
AT NATIONAL CITY 


Edward A. Paul, teller of the National 
City Bank, Cambridge, which was looted 
by George W. Coleman, has paid out divi- 
dends to depositors amopnting to about 
$140,000 in the past 48 hours. He has 
checks still to be paid, totaling a little 
more than $90,000. When these shall 
have been distributed, the first dividend 
of 60 per cent will have been paid. This 
dividend is the result of the sale of the 
bank’s quick assets. 

When the slow assets of the institu- 
tion shall have been disposed of, an- 
other dividend will be paid amounting 
perhaps to 10 per cent additional. Mr. 
Paul says that there has been no run 
on the bank; the depositors come in 
very steadily and they say invariably 
that the dividend checks are the best 
they ever saw.

NEW MINES BUREAL 
NNGHES IS WORK 
INTHE COML FIELS 


WASHINGTON—The new bureau of 


mines launched its work today. Three} 


rescue stations are to be started at once. 
They are to be located at Wilkes Barre, 
Pa., to cover the Keystone anthracite 
district; at Huntington, W. Vsa., to cover 
the bituminous fields of West Vaginia, 
eastern Kentucky, southern Ohio and 
northeastern Tennessee, and at Birming- 
ham, Ala., for the mines of Alabama, 
Georgia and southeastern Tennessee. 

Later six other rescue stations are to 
be constructed. The bureau of mines will 
maintain at each station a practical min- 
ing man, either an inspector, fire boss, 
or mining engineer chosen for familiarity 
with the local field, and & mining engi- 
neer to study the physical conditions ob- 
taining in the mines in that vicinity, 

A complete equipment of mechanical 
devices used in rescue work will be in- 
stalled at each station, and volunteer 
crews of miners from each mine will be 
brought to the rescue stations for a 
period of two weeks each for instruction 
in the use of oxygen helmets and mine 
rescue work, The bureau hopes to have 
an efficient volunteer force at every mine, 
equipped by the mine owners with safety 
devices, 

The mining engineer will keep con- 
stantly informed as to conditions in the 
mines and will cooperate with the mine 
owners in reducing the possibility of 
accidents. 


CABINET POSITION 
FOR AN EDITOR? 


OTTAWA—It is currently reported in 
Ottawa that when the changes in Sir 
Wilfrid’s cabinet materialize, before next 
sission of Parliament, John W. Dafoe, 
the well-known editor of the Winnipeg 
Free Press, will be one of the new 
ministers.

NPPOSES "MILITANT 
METHOD IN AMERICA 


Mrs. Philip Snowden Declares 
at New York Today That 


Parliament Will Soon Yield 
to Women. 


TALKS OF MOVEMENT 


NEW YORK—After reading the Lon- 
don cables of ‘the preparations being 
made to resist a reyolution of asuf- 
fragists, of police by the hundreds being 
atationed about the House of Parliament, 
it is surprising to discover a so-called 
“militant” English suffragist who objects 
to strenuous methods of campaigning. 

Mrs. Philip Snowden declared today 
that she believed there was not a par- 
ticle of doubt that the franchise bill 
will pass Parliament shortly. 

“Parliament is being swamped with 
petitions,” she said. “Massa meetings are 
being held all over England and tre- 
mendous pressure is being brought to 
bear. It is a matter of a few weeks 
at the most. Of course efforts have been 
made to block the bill, but they will 
come to naught.” 

“Do you believe militant methods 
would obtain the vote in the United 
States?” she was asked. 

“A militant movement here,” replied’ 
Mre. Snowden, “would be _ ridiculous, 
American women have been spoiled—not. 
unlike children—by American men. It is: 
their own fault that they have not voted! 
long ago. American women look about 
them and think when suffrage is recom- 
mended to them and come to the conclu- 
sion that things are about as nice and 
comfortable as they probably could be, 
The men they meet treat them kindly—a, 
sort of gool-natured tolerance, don’t you 
know — always courteously, until they 
come to the conclusion that they don’t 
caré particularly about having the ballot, 

“What must be done, however, is to 
bring to the attention of these con- 
tented, care-free women the conditions of 
thousands of working girls and women, 
living under most miserable conditions, 
paid far leas than men, who would not 
be so treated were they able to vote.”

BOSTON BANKS 


National F aie Institutions Here S Say Project Is Yet 
“In the Air,” Although Under Consideration, and 
New York Action Is Being Looked for With Interest. 


Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh’s 
proposal that the national banks form 
currency associations, as provided for in| 
the Aldrich-Vreeland 


rency act, 


emergency cur- 


is being discussed by Boston 
bankers and may be acted upon in the 


city, although it is entirely “in the air 
as yet. 

The national banks of the New York | 
boroughs and of Long Island are to’ 
have a meeting next Friday to form | 
such an association, and while this action | 
may have some determining effect upon 
the bankers of Boston, none of them | 
are willing at present to make any pre- | 
diction. President Thomas P. Beal of 
the Second National Bank when asked | 

today for a statement, said there was| 
nothing definite to be said, but practic- 
ally admitted that the proposition had | 
been talked about. with the view of | 
forming such an association. | 

The bylaws have been drawn up for | 


the proposed New York association and | 


approved by the treasury department at 
Washington, and probably will be adopted 
by the meeting without any very signifi- 
cant changes. The New York meeting | 
will Se called by A. B. Hepburn, presi- 
dent of the Chase National Bank of | 
New York. The bylaws contain two im- | 
portant features of the act regarding na- 
tional currency associations, which are 
expected to remove the objections which 
have hithertd existed to organization. 

One of these permits the withdrawal 
of a bank from membership in the asso- 
ciation, contingent upon the permission 
of the executive committee, the approval 
of the secretary of the treasury, and the 
fact that the bank has no unredeemed 
emergency currency outstanding. The 
other provision permits the nine small 
banks of Long Island to become members 
of the association, this measure being 
intended to establish a policy whereby, 
in the formation of associations in other 
clearing house districts, small banks will 
be taken care of. 

The equal treatment of the small 
banks of Long Island with the large ones 
of New York was a point insisted upon 
by the freasury department. With this 
point insisted upon, the small depositors 
and customers will have equal protection 
with those of the great banks of the 
country, and the treasury department 
hopes that other cities will follow the 
example of New York in organizing na- 
tional currency associations. Secretary 
MacVeagh has received assurances re- 
cently of an association being formed in 
Boston, it is reported. The situation at 
present is a favorable one to the launch- 
ing of such projects. 

The country is fairly prosperous, and 
there is no cloud on the financial horizon. 
The proposal of the secretary of the 
treasury to form the currency associa- 


| try 


tions is not to be taken to indicate that 
distursing conditions are in sight, for the 


contrary is the case.. The hope is enter- | 
tained that when, these associations are 
organized in groups throughout the coun- 
they may serve in some fashion as 
a basis for a new government currency 
scheme, and that they may become of 
assistance to the national monetary com- | 
mission in getting its recomneendations | 
understood by the public, and thus aid | 
in the broad work of currency 


reform. 
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BAR FRATERNITIES 
TO NEW STUDENTS 


New regulations affecting membership 
in fraternities hold that no student in| 
the college of liberal arts of Northwest- 
ern University shall become a member of 
a fraternity until he has procured from 
the dean a statement certifying that he 
has been regularly enrolled for at least 
one semester, and that during such en- 
rolmert he has on record at least 10 
semester hours of credit, of which not 
more than five hours are of preparatory 
grade. This regulation applies alike to 
men and to women. 
~ Students transferring from other col- 
leges shall not be held to the require- 
ment of a semester’s residence provided 
they present advanced credit for as much 
as 10 hours in addition to meeting the 
full entrance requirements; but excess 
credit from a secondary school will not 
release a student from the requirement.

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SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
CARROT SOUP. 

Serape the carrots and cut in thin 
slices, cook them until tender, with a 
stalk of celery and a few slices of green 
pepper. Remove the peppers and rub the 
carrots through a sieve. Mix two table- 
spoonfuls of flour with one tablespoonful 
of hot butter until smooth, and well 
eooked, add gradually one piht of milk 
and cook until smooth. Add the carrot, 
with salt, pepper and nutmeg 
and a little cream, if-at hand. 

FIGARO HALIBUT. 

Figaro halibut is a delicious dish. Wipe 
a piece of halibut weighing 24% pounds 
with a piece of cheesecloth wrung out 
of cold water and steam (that is, cook 
over boiling salted water) or boil until 
tender, Chill very thoroughly, arrange 
on a cold serving dish and remove skin 
and bones. . Press, using the hands, into 
compact form and mask with sauce, Gar- 
nish with thin slices of lemon sprinkled 
with paprika and sprigs of parsley. For 
the sauce mix one tablespoonful of pars- 
finely chopped, one gherkin finely 
chopped and two tablespoonfuls of to- 
mato puree, Add to three fourths of a 
cupful of mayonnaise dressing. To ob- 
tain tomato puree cook one half can of 
tomatoes very slowly until reduced to 
three tablespoonfuls, then rub through 
a sieve. 
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HAM TIMBALES, 

Cold boiled ham is very well liked 
when thinly sliced, and all remnants 
which do not slice to look attractive may 
be utilized to the best possible advan- 
tage in a variety of ways. Ham timbales 
call for remnants, Finely chopped cold 
boiled ham, there shoull be two cup- 
fuls. Put in a mortar and pound, add- 
ing one teaspoonful of mixed mustard 
and a few grains of cayenne. Add one 
teaspoonful of granulated gelatin, dis- 
solved in one-half cupful of hot water; 
then add one half cupful of heavy cream, 
beaten until stiff. Turn into timbale 
molds first dipped in cold water and 
chill, Remove from molds to a serving 
dish and garnish top of each with a 
aprig of parsley. 

HOT PEPPER POT 

Hot pepper pot is a famous New Or- 
leans dish of veal. A knuckle of veal 
is cooked until the meat is ready to drop 
from the bones; then the meat is re- 
moved and cut fine, and added to tripe 
which has been cooked and cut into small 
pieces, Then the meat is put back into 
the broth in which it was cooked. to. 
gether with a minced offion, two diced 
potatoes, a sweet red pepper cut in 
shreds, a spring of parsley and a bou- 
quet of herbs. When the pot boils up 
it is still further seasoned with salt, pep- 
per and paprika.

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WASHINGTON—Gratifying as is the 
increase in the population of Rhode 
Island, as shown by its census returns, 
the first given out for a state, the little 
commonwealth will be disappointed in 
any ambition she may have entertained 
to add to her representation in Con- 


gress. 

By the thirteenth census the state 
population is 542,674, an increase of 
more than 118,000, or 26.6 per cent, but 
this figure is not sufficiently large to 
insure an additional representative. 
Thus, for at least 10 years more, the 
state will continue to have only two 
members, as it has since the apportion- 
ment under the first national census, in 
1790. 

By the present system Rhode Island, 
with 428,556 people in the twelfth cen- 
sus has one representative to each 314,- 
278 persons, an average of about 21,000 
above the requirement of 193,000. As 
now shown, the state has 156,000 more 
people than are necessary to give two 
representatives, 

Under the plan of allowing a repre- 
sentative for a major fraction, which 
has been pursued in some instances, the 
third representative might be granted, 
but this policy has been pursued only 
in communities where the probabilities 
of growth are greater than in the older 
tommon wealths. 

- The fact that the figures for Rhode 
Island were announced Thursday does 
not mean that the totals for other states 
are to follow quickly. The tabulation 
work of the census office is not suf- 
ficiently advanced to justify any predic- 
tion of early returns for the states as a 
whole. 

~ Rhode Island was expedited for the 
benefit of the Legislature, which is to 
meet next month for the purpose of re- 
districting the state ufider the new state 
law, increasing from 72 to 100 the num- 
ber of members of the lower House of 
the Legislature and requiring the elec- 
tion of such members by districts rather 
than by towns, as at present. 

Under the present law, which has been 
in effect since 1842, each town is allowed 
a member, but no town is permitted to 
elect more than one-sixth of the entire 
number. Towns with more than one 
member vote as a whole for all of them. 
Under the new system such towns will 
be divided into districts and each district 
will vote separately. 

The new plan will insure 25 members 
to. Providence, whereas in the past tue 
city haw had only 12. | 

Noticeably, the increase in the state's 
population is confined almost entirely to 
the manufacturing centers, such as Prov- 
idence, Pawtucket, Central Falls, Woon- 
socket, Warwick, Bristol and Cumber- 
land. In Washington county, the prin- 
cipal agricultural county, there was a 
growth in the 10 years of only 798. 

Providence has 224,326, an increase of 
27.8 per cent, as compared with 175,597 
in 1900. 

Pawtucket has 51,622, as compared 
with 39,231 in 1900. 

Woonsocket has 38,125, as compared 
with 28,204 in 1900. 

Newport has 27,149, as compared with 
22,034 in 1900. '

Mr. Willard is spending most of his 
time perfecting a 100-horsepower engine 
which he expects will weigh not more 
than 150 pounds, and will be more 
durable than the present automobile 
motors. He thinks that the solution of 
aeroplaning will not be arrived at until 
an engine has been invented that will 
generate so large a degree of power that 
the efficiency of ‘the engine can be greatly 
impaired and still keep the machine in 
the air. 

Mr. Willard has spent several years in 
study and manufacture of motors, and 
for the 2% years ending Jan. 1 was in 
charge of the motor department of the 
American Locomotive Company. 

“IT am of the opinion,” be said, “that 
in the end successful airships will depend 
upon the helicopter method for rising 
into the air. I shall have two lifting 
fans on my machine. The helicopter 
has not been thoroughly tried out by 
anyone. A patent automatic landing de- 
vice will be an entirely new feature. I 
believe the time will come when aero- 
planes will not be permitted to fly unless 
they are equipped with some such de- 
vice. I am going to experiment with 
metal as a covering for my planes. Metal 
will weigh one third more than the cloth 
covering, and I am not yet sure whether 
the additional weight will be a serious 
detriment or not. The car I am planning 
will carry about 400 pounds.”

primary and grammar school building 
fronting on Richards street. 

The structure will be built of brick 
and contain eight class rooms equal in 
finish and equipment to those of any 
school building of its size in New Eng- 
land. It will be fireproof throughout, 
with exits of the latest approved design. 

The building will be so arranged that 
it may be enlarged, when the incréased 
attendance requires, without spoiling the 
original architectural features or general 
proportions. All superfluous ornamenta- 
tion and unnecessarily expensive con- 
struction have been eliminated, making 
the building a model of its kind as re. 
gards expense, appearance, usefulness and 
practicability. 

The foundations will be of concrete 
and the exterior of brick and stone. The 
interior finish will be of southern pine 
and the schoolroom walls and corridors 
will be covered with the best grade of 
Scotch burlap to a height of seven feet. 
Sanitary bases will be used throughout 
and the upper sashes of all classroom 
windows will be glazed with prismatic 
glass to improve the light. 

There will be a standpipe with econ- 
necting fire hose on each floor and the 
latest type of sanitary drinking foun. 
tains. The wardrobes will be open 
heated and ventilated. 

The rooms are 80 arranged that no 
teacher faces the light and the window 
surface equals one quarter of the floor 
space. The building will be. electrically 
lighted and every room will be connected 
by telephone with the principal's office. 


FAROR DISCOVERED 
IN AGT MAY DELAY 
RAISING THE MAINE 


WASHINGTON—It is possible that a 
typographical error may delay for an- 
other year the raising of the battleship 
Maine from the mud of Havana harbor. 

The first act, which was approved on 
May 9, carried an appropriation of $100,- 
000, and provided that “the secretary of 
war and the chief of engineers are here- 
by authorized and directed to provide 
with all convenient speed for the raising 
or removal of the wreck of the battle- 
ship Maine from the harbor of Havana, 
Cuba.” 


Shortly after its passage the army 
engineers reported that $100,000 was 
not sufficient to make a _ proper 
start, and an item of $200,000 was in- 
serted in the urgent deficiency bill. The 
clause making provision for this appro- 
priation set forth that it should be ex- 
pended for raising or removing the wreck

MARKET SENSITIVE 
TD DEVELOPMENTS 
OF ANY CHARACTER 


Stocks Again Sell Off Briskly 
and New Low Records Are 
Established by Various 
Active Securities. 


LEAD DROPS AGAIN 


Opening quotations of the New York 
market indicated today the very dis- 
turbing effect yesterday’s sudden break 
in prices had upon sentiment. The first 
sales showed a very erratic tendency 
in price movements and. trading pre- 
sented a checkered appearance. 

The fuct that the reduction 
dividend rate of National Lead 
mon resulted in a drop of 17 points in 
that stock yesterday afternoon and un- 
settled the whole list, accurately 
the sensitive condition of the 

The reduction in the dividend 
rate was incidental to the company’s 
affairs alone and did not reflect general 
business conditions to any great extent. 
At the same time there was apprehension 
that other industries might follow the 
example of the National Lead Company 
later on. Lead opened up ¥ at 53%, 
went to 54 and then dropped a _ point 
during the first 15 minutes. U, 8. Steel, 
Amalgamated Copper, American Smelt- 
ing and a few other active industrials 
opened up well and then sold off. The 
railways were in moderate demand. The 
local copper issues were well bought 
during the early sales. 

Trading had not progressed far when 
liquidation was renewed with increased 
vigor. The shaking out extended all 
along the line and Josses of 2 to 4 points 
were frequent. National Lead was heav- 
ily sold and at midday the price had 
receded under 50. American Linseed, both 
common and preferred, were directly af- 
fected by the drop in Lead, the common 
opening off 1% at 114% and the preferred 
opening unchanged at 29% and dropping 
to 27% before noon. Amalgamated Cop- 
per and American Smelting were also 
forced down sharply. American Smelt- 
ing opened up 1% at 68 and sold off 3% 
points before noon. 

There was heavy selling of “Soo” and 
quotations moved in a very erratic man- 
ner. It opened up % at 119%, went to 
120 and then dropped suddenly over 4 
points. Canadian Pacific opened un- 
changed at 184% and sold off nearly 3 
points. Unsatisfactory crop _ reports 
from the Canadian Northwest were given 
as the cause for the slump in these 
stocks. 

The local market was adversely af- 
fected by the Wall street market but 
business was very quiet. Lake Copper, 
which opened unchanged at 33, advanced 
to 34 and then declined about 2 points. 
North Butte opened up %& at 22%, ad- 
vanced to 24% and then declined nearly 
a point. Copper Range opened up a 
point at 61 and then sagged off a good 
fraction. 

The selling movement was continued 
during the early afternoon on a large 
scale, particularly in Steel, which was 
forced down to 66%; Reading, which 
sold off to 157%, and Union ‘Pacific, which 
declined to 157%. National Lead 
slumped off to 48%. Canadian Pacific 
reacted a point or more further and 
losses of a point to two points more 
were sustained before 2 o’clock by the 
general list, when a covering of shorts 
caused a alight rally. 

LONDON—Americans were deciining 
at the close on the curb today. The ex- 
ception was Amalgamated, which dis- 
played comparative strength.

RAILWAY ToaUED 
ARE WELL ABOVE 
THE PANIC YEAR 


Decline -in Prices Since the 
Top Was Reached Last 
September Amounts to 
About 40 Per Cent. 


COMPARISONS MADE 


In view of the persistent decline during 
the past six or eight months of prices 
for American railroad securities, a com- 
parison of current quotations with the 
low points reached during the panic 
year 1907 is of more than ordinary inter- 
est. 

Of the list of stocks used for the pur- 
pose, comprising 48 of the more active 
issues, every one on July 19 last was 
substantially above its low figure of 
1907. Comparison, however, with clos- 
ing prices on July 19, 1909, shows a very 
substantial shrinkage which may be 
roughly placed at almost $1,250,000,000. 
Following the long upward swing be- 
ginning late in 1907, after prices had 
grounded on bottom, the high point was 
reached in September last. Whether 
prices now rest on bottom, to shortly 
strike another upward trend, is a ques- 
tion to be answered by the future alone. 

Between the low figures of 1907 and 
closing prices July 19 of this year, ag- 
gregate appreciation of the 48 railroad 
stocks amounted to $1,292,953,317. On 
July 19, 1909, similar appreciation was 
$2,171,611,172, indicating a shrinkage in 
selling value during the year of $878,- 
657 855. In other words, in the last 
year the market has lost 40 per cent of 
the previous 20 months’ advance.

Commercial Department of 
the Business Is Expected to 
Expand Greatly as the In- 
dustry Develops. 


A  YEAR’S OUTPUT 


NEW YORK — Automobile manufac- 
turers are among the few who have not 
been heard to complain of business con- 
ditions during the past few months. In 
spite of the many attacks directed 
against the automobile by bankers, rail- 
road officials and others, the makers con- 
tinue to market their product without 
difficulty, and moreover find the public 
imitating Oliver Twist. 

In 1909, for instance, General Motors 
Company turned out 28,500 cars, this 
season 60,000, and expects in 1911 and 
1912 to produce 104,000 and 200,000 re- 
spectively. These figures give an idea of 
the stupendous growth of the industry 
in this country. 

For the entire United States estimates 
place the production of 1909 at 82,000 
1910 about 210,000, and for 1911 about 
300,000, with an average value of ap- 
proximately $1250. 

Outsiders say that the automobile 
craze will die out in a year or two, like 
the bicycle fever; but those in the busi- 
ness assert that only the surface has 
been scratched and that the demand will 
become greater and greater as time goes 
on. They know tht the auto as a 
vehicle of commerce is growing in popu- 
larity every year, and it seems probable 
that within a few seasons the motor 
truck and delivery wagon will supersede 
the pleasure car in point of income to 
the manufacturer. 

The Alden-Sampson Manufacturing 
Company alone expects to turn out next 
year 4000 delivery wagons. and heavy 
trucks. 

Much to the displeasure of rural bank- 
ers, farmers in increasing numbers are 
acquiring the habit of purchasing cars 
which will serve them for both business 
and pleasure, and will probably continue 
to do so whenever they can raise the 
necessary money. Four hundred and 
twenty-seven banks of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri and lowa report that 


purpose of buying autos. In Iowa, singly, 
since Jan. 1 this year, it is figured 
$6,000,000 has been spent on out of state 
cars. About 83 autos are said to have 


been purchased by citizens of that state| s 


each day for the past three months, a 
total of 9960. Probably in the entire 
United States over $100,000,000 has been 
paid out for automobiles during the first 
six months of this year. 

There are about 300,000 cars being 
operated in this country, or one for every 
300 persons, according to the latest cen- 
sus returns. Canada is thought to own 
about 7302 cars, or one to every 1000 
persons, 

Although an enormous amount of 
money is being expended at home for 
our motors, the foreign countries are 


.| purchasing a great many American ma- 


chines, as shown by the ever-increasing 
number exported, which, in May of this 
year, showed a total of 1076 cars, valued 
at $1,700,000 against 519 in the same 
month of 1009, with a value of $876,- 
877, 

For 11 months ending May, 1010, the 
total was 5042 cars, valued at 89,295,- 
415, compared with 2607 worth 64,876,- 
435, for the previous corresponding 
period. Average value of cara exported 
during May, 1010, was $1387, against 
81573 last year, Of countries purchasing 
American automobiles, British North 
America continued to hold the premier 
position with Great Britain in the second 
place,

There are 16 copper companies listed 
on the New York stock exchange and 
two on the Boston curb which are now 
in the dividend class, and at the present 
time they are making distribution to 
stockholders at the rate of $26,446,180 
per annum compared with $18,915,148 in 
1909, an increase of $7,258,632. 

The larger payments this year than 
last are due principally to the increased 
disbursements being made to the stock- 
holders of the Utah Copper and Nevada 
Consolidated companies which combined 
are at the rate of $7,346,313 per annum 
compared with $1,464,036 in 1909, an in- 
crease of $5,882,377. 

During the past year, three of the

It is not our purpose 
to .criticize the scheme in detail or to deny it merit, but to ask 
whether such a task, in many cases necessary for the intelligent 
conduct of our general affairs, cannot more safely be entrusted to 
the convention of individuals from the various states than to a 
permanent body that, whether it have a private or official inception, 
must acquire an official complexion. We say that it must do 
so, because its recommendation or its rulings to be effective must 
receive the official sanction of the law making bodies in the states. 
This would appear to be plainly true of written or statute laws, 
and, if so, would be all the more applicable to conflicting views 
of the rules of the common or unwritten law. 

There is no doubt that there should be greater uniformity 
in our state laws; there is no legal practitioner ‘that cannot say 
as much out of his own experience. The citizen of New York, 
where the profession must struggle with the crudities of a 
code of civil procedure amended again and again by interest and 
ignorance until it is become a mass of half-adjective, half- 
substantive rules, has but to cross the brackish waters of the 
Hudson to find himself in New Jersey with its well developed 
system of chancery and law courts, its still existing distinction 
between attorney and counselor, its chancellors, vice-chancellors and 
judges. The state of California rejoices in five codes, wherein 
everything is regulated from a bill to marshal assets to the use 
of the musical glasses. On the other hand, the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts has no codes. In Great Britain there is an 
enormous mass’ of statute law that furnishes some very pretty 
questions as to just what members of Parliament meant by what 
they said. All this works fairly well for the profession, but not 
very well for that enthusiast known as the client, and the situation 
naturally calls out such propositions as that made by the gentleman 
in Wisconsin. No lawyer with clients in different states has failed 
to notice the confusion in the laws of bills and notes, divorce, 
real property and other important branches of the law, though it 
ought to be said that the laws governing negotiable paper have 
been somewhat simplified. 

But we submit in the friendliest spirit that there are three 
objections to the scheme that has been proposed, and that they 
are more than those of form. First, that it supposes that legislative 
intelligence must be supplied by some central source. It is 
submitted that this would only touch a symptom and not the 
ailment, which can be made to disappear entirely by the people's 
election of representatives to state legislatures of ability and 
integrity. Second, that it is a step toward centralization of a sort 
that must hinder rather than encourage the development of our 
free institutions. The question of centralization in government is 
too great to be treated here, but for the preservation of our hard- 
won liberty every citizen must beware of all centralization save 
such as is made the servant of the wish of the people. In two 
great powers we have seen what in each seetns centralization, 
namely in England and France. But the significant feature in the 
imperialisth or centralization of the British isles, where there is 
much uniformity, is that the law is different in Scotland from 
what it is in England on many subjects, and where there may be 
said to obtain’ a centralization, it must first have been conceded 
by the intelligence of the freemen. In other words, the citizen 
must come first and centralized governing factors must come second. 
In France, on the other hand, since the days of Richelieu, there 
has existed a well defined system of centralization that has been 
steadily strengthened rather than relaxed. As a proposition of 
formal logic, it presents a very good appearance. But the English- 
speaking man will not be governed by thinking machines, however 
nice their mechanism; but must be free to stretch his political 
limbs that they may be used to guard his rights, 

Our third objection is, that such a body, however laudable its 
ostensible purpose, must from the very nature of its duties become 
in time a x that diminishes the power of the people to govern 
themselves. It does not accord with the genius of a nation that 
was taught by Washington, Hamilton, Adams and Jefferson, to 
surrender to anybody, however learned and however virtuous, the 
least jot or tittle of its constitutional right to make its own laws 
in state or federal assemblies. We shall have learned but half 
the citizen's duty in politics, if we confound centralization’ with 
construction. The first but shifts power and coalesces it, sometimes 
for the public good; the second makes power yet does not rely 
on any man or men tg wield or preserve it, but on the general 
moral intelligence of a‘ people.

_ They are showing ruts. The macadam is being ground down to 


the dust; the dust is rising to the surface. Roads that were good 
five years ago are bad today. Something must be done in the way 
of reconstructing them, and this must be done in a skilful manner 
and on a large scale. 

Manifestly the states will have to undertake the job. The 
revenue from automobile licenses in several of the states has grown 
already to large proportions. It will grow to larger proportions 
still as the use of the new vehicle for business and for pleasure 
becomes more popular and more general. This revenue should, 
and doubtless will, be employed exclusively in road making and in 
road repairing, but the main point now ts that in anticipation of it 
a sufficient amount of money may be borrowed to do the work 
far in advance of its collection. 

It is necessary and urgent that much of this work be done at 
once, in order that roads which are still in fair condition may be 
saved.. But it has seemed to be necessary and urgent, also, that 
the matter should take on an alarming aspect in order that it might 
command the serious attention it deserves. 
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THat there is widespread and in some 
instances intense opposition in Canada to 
reciprocal trade relations with the United 
States is a fact which, no matter how 
regrettable, must be recognized. It is 
especially regrettable just at this time when 
| the disposition on this side is to make and 
| even to press friendly advances. There 
|| nevet has been a period in which the people 
~ of the United States felt more inclined to 
neighborliness in its best sense in their relations with the Canadians. 

Strange to say, in many quarters across the line the friendliness 
of our tone, our manner and our acts is regarded with suspicion. 
It is difficult for certain of the Canadians to understand why after 
refusing to grant their country equitable treatment in trade matters 
through so many years we should now be so desirous of doing it 
justice. We have had opportunities of displaying a neighborly 
feeling toward Canada, and we have neglected or ignored them. We 
might have befriended Canada in a thousand ways when it was

struggling to make its way in the world, but we withheld oure 


helping hand. Now that Canada“is able to stand alone and to 
hold its own we press our attentions. There is some excuse for 
this kind of reasoning on the Canadian side. It may be admitted 
that there is considerable excuse for it. Yet indulgence in it is 
utterly unwarranted at the present time and can lead only to 
erroneous conclusions, 

The explanation of our more liberal, broad and friendly 
attitude toward Canada is that in these days we see things in a 
better light. We have changed as much with regard to many things 
at home as we are changing regarding many things abroad. One 
of the most satisfying proofs of the change for the better in our 
viewpoint is found in the fact that this Canadian suspicion does 
not irritate us, as it once might have done, and does not alter our 
determination to deal more justly;with our neighbor in the future.

These trains being heavier than any now in use will require 
larger locomotives for their hauling and more substantial roadbeds, 
but assuming that all the details necessary to their successful 
operation shall be attended to they may be run at a greater rate 
of speed than 1s now regarded advisable. The most interesting 
phase of the innovation, however, is the possibility it reveals for 
an elaboration of the all-steel idea.

that of Cuba. Much allowance must be made for patriotism and 
for that kind of defiance that can expect no reply, and while we may 
regret that the Dominican representative should have let himselt 
be mistaken in his view of the attitude of the United States, we can 
congratulate ourselves upon the dignity of carriage on the part 
of some of the South American republics. The attitude of the 
United States toward the republics of South America must always 
be, as it has been in the past, one of encouragement, *justice and 
amity, and the republics on the South American continent will 
find out that this attitude of the United States makes much more 
for South American happiness in connection with powers other 
than American than one of aggression or annoyance. The United 
States seeks no territory and desires in no way to interfere with 
a growth that has been going on since 1823. It is only those who 
are too excited! with international politics to see clearly, that cannot 
perceive that the greatest interest of the United States is that South 
America pursue the even tenor of its way to peaceful strength and 
prosperity. For the United States to interfere in South -American 
government would be as unwise a piece of officiousness as could well 
be conceived, and it is high time that gentlemen of Senor Lugos 
views not only change them but admit as much. 

If to interfere means to protect one’s citizens from the blood- 
shed of irresponsible men that have only their own interest at heart, 
then the United States is guilty with every other civilized power of 
interference or the intention to interfere. On the other hand, should 
its jealous care for what is called the Monroe doctrine be construed 
as intervention in the domestic politics of South America, then one 
can only regret that a policy that works directly for the visible 
freedom of the young republics of South America should be so 
wilfully misunderstood by those whose freedom is ever a matter ot 
importanee to the United States.
